Baby on a Bed

in about nine minutes and with a lot less labor! 
AND... no diaper changing, no screaming, no etc... 


Valley-fold the left 
and right sides inward. 
The width of the 
resulting long slender 
flap is l/16th of the 
side of the square.

Do the same on the 
top and bottom. 


Turn over. 


Valley-fold the 
sides to the middle. 
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Valley-fold and unfold on 
top. Valley-fold the bottom 
edge to the middle crease. 


Reverse-fold on top. 
Valley-fold and 
unfold on the bottom. 


Valley-fold the 
flaps down if they 
are not already down. 



Pull the corners apart 
as far as they will go. 
Watch the black dots. 



Slide out an arm from 
underneath the front 
layer and bring it to the 
right edge of the model. 
Valley-fold the foot. 
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Make valley folds. 
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Valley-fold the head 
as far up as possible. 
Valley-fold the arm 
to taste. 




Valley-fold 
and squash. Side of head 
is complete. 


Zero in on the side of the 
head and then on the hand. 



Unfold 
the flap. 


Pull out 
the corner 
and flatten. 
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Valley-fold 

edge-to-edge. 


Valley-fold. 


Blunt the tip of 
the head. Repeat 
steps 10-12 on 
the left side. 
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The hand is folded. 


With a curved mountain fold, fold 
the left and right sides behind, all 
except for the hands. Thin the hands 
and forearms with mountain folds. 



Baby on a Bed is 
uncovered.
